Country Music 
leaders offered CMA Music Festival as an alternative and 5,000 people attended the first event, which was held at 
Nashville's Municipal Auditorium. The event moved to the Tennessee State Fairgrounds in 1982, then to Downtown 
Nashville in 2001. The name Fan Fair was changed to CMA Music Festival in 2003.

Registration for the | 987 Festival swelled to more than 24,000 after a new building was 
constructed at the Fairgrounds to allow more fans the chance to see their favorite stars. 


George Strait signed autographs for 1,500 fans in the dark in 1700. After a power failure, 
fans who had waited to meet Strait for four hours were not disappointed when the Texan 
showed up on schedule and signed autographs with just a little light from an opened door. 


Future Country superstar Garth Brooks performed for the first time at 1707's Fan Fair.
